("■ri.st.. Ill a few weeks it faded 
'ii iti the ski-, only to return In 
.11.44 and i:J,'t IJ, c. The year tliat 
Julius Caesar died — 4 4 i). c. it 
came again, retumiag in 531 and 
1106 D. The last time it was 
seen was in 1681, when Sir Isaac 
Newton beheld it, and discovered 
tliat comets are kept in their orliits 
by the sun, the same as the eartli^"""*"'' ''^ 
and the other planets. 

Two hundred and twpnty-seven 
years have now paased aince the 
<<¥met disappeared. Even if it has 
I'^n travelinn no more rapidly than 
the eartli ,i;oes around the sun. its 
iMiorniouR bulk lias lieen shuotin.i;' 
IlirouRh space ai the rate of about 
1,500,000 miles a day. Yet in 348 
years from now — In IS56 — this 
very same old comet that was al- 
ready a well-known visitor w^en It 
looked d;)wn upon the deathbed of 
.liilius Caesar will aRain come with- 
7ln sishf of those human beinns, 
yet unboru, who, will then inhabit 
the earth.

There is a nood deal of truth in 
the asi^rtion. As a matter of fact 
those who are in the business of o|i- 
erating .Railroads must And it h^rd 
to run the roads to suit the public. 
One cIsM of patrona inveighs 
against elow trains whiie anot'her 
clas^ protests aualnst trains that 
rtr« frsf , . One nir.i.i. objeciii 
to whisi!.' blowiii- and drafts an or- 
dinance accordingly. Another In- 
sists on well-nigh continuous blow- 
ing. The railroad companies are* 
harrassed by indictments on trivial 
grounds and they are constantly as- 
damagp suits, some of 
which are uiterly without merit. 
They are looked upon by petty pol- 
iti'i:iii^ as lenit I mate prey and they 
are the target for all aorta of .leg- 
islation, some ot It wise and much 
of it foollak. 

Communities that are without 
railroads always rejoice at a pros- 
pect of ;;ettiiip tiiem. A town 
without a railroad is ineyltably a 
town behind the times. A county 
witliout a railroad is virtually "out 
of the world." All such counties 
want rallroada and some of them 
give aubeldiea and make stock aub- 
Bcriptions to secure them — a sensi- 
ble tiling: to do. provided the 
amounts re(|uired are not unrea.soii- 
able. l!ut once a county gets a 
railroad, the "hammering" begins, 
and Is continnova. 

The rallroada ahonid be given a 
fair show. The county could not 
very well get alonp without them. 
In essential particulars they are, 
and should he. regulated by law. If 
held to proper accountability in im- 
portant things, the public should be 
aatlsfled and should give amall en- 
couragement to leglalatlve hold-ups 
and petty penocatloBa.— [Itoato- 
vllle Courier-Journal.

London, April 4. — Mra. Bmme- 
line Pankknrat, tko leader ot the 
militant snffragattea, . waa to-day 

found Kuilty and sentenced to three 
years penal servitude at the Old 
Bailey si ssions on the charge of 
inciting persona to commit damage. 

Tke trial lasted two days. The 
Jnry added to iu verdict of guilty a 
atrong recommendation for mercy, 
fnd when the Judge pronounced 
the heavy sentence of three years, 
the crowd of women In the court 
room rose In angry protest. 

As .Mrs. I'ankhurst stood up in 
the prisoner's incloaure. her sympa- 
thiiera cheered wlUUy, and then 
filed ovt ot court aliiglng "March 
On! March On!" to the tune of the 
".Ma rselllafs.'." 

.\Ii's I'ankhurst s i losin;; address 
lo tile juiy lasted lifiy minutes, 
.^he iiiforiu'd tile court that she 
did not wish lo call any witnesses. 
In her address she frequently wan- 
dered so far from the matter before 
the court that the Judge censured 
Jivr. ■■■■ 

.Mrs. Paiikhurst denied any mali- 
cious Incitement. ".Neither 1 nor 
the other militant suffragettes are 
wicked or malicious," she said, 

"Women are not tried by their 
peers, and these triala are an exam- 
ple of what women are suffering in 

order lo obtain their riyhls. I'er- 
soiially. I have had to surrender a 
large part of income in order to 
be free to participat<' In the suf- 
frage movement." 

Speaking with much feeling, Mrs. 
Pankhurat flercely crl^leiaed man- 
made laws, and aaid that the di- 
vorce law alone was sufficient to 
justify a revuluiion by the women. 
In impassion,. I tones she declared: 

"Whatever may be my sentence, I 
Will not submit. From the very 
moment I leave the court I will- re- 
fuae to eat. I will come ont of 
prison dead or alive at the earlleat 
possible moment." 

She then repeated her determina- 
tion to end her sentence aa soon aa 
possible, saying: 

"I don't want to commit suicide. 
Life Is very dear to all ot ua. But 
I want to see the women of this 
country enfranchiaed. I want to 
live until that has tieen done. I 
w ill tak" I he <|, speraii' remedy oth- 
er women have tukou, and I will 
keep it up as long aa I have an 
ounce of strength. 

"Thia movenient will on 
whether I live or die. These wo- 
men will go on until women have 
obtained the common rights of cit- 
Isenship throughout the civilized 
world." 

Justice Lush said: 

"I must pass a severe sentence 
on you. If yoa wonld only realise 
the wrong yon are doing, and use 
your Inflaaaea in the right direc- 
tion, 1 would be the tirst to use my 
best endeavors to secure a mitiga- 
tion of your sentence. I cannot and 
I will not regard your crime as 
trivial. It is a most serloua one,"
